Clinton passes budget, 
approves waste removal bid 


Harpers Dominates 
2015 National Country 
Ham Championship

Steeped in tradition, the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky has 
cultivated an enviable heritage that 
includes smooth, aged bourbons, 
spirited thoroughbreds, top-ranked 
college basketball and the finest cured, 
smoked and aged country ham in the 
free world. 

Hickman County’s own Harper’s 
Country Hams’ recent performance 
at the 2015 National Country Ham 
Association’s 23rd annual convention 
in Raleigh, North Carolina was 
unmatched among a group of elite 
competitors, earning Harper’s the 
“Grand Champion” position for both 
awarded categories— smoked and 
unsmoked hams. 

The National Country Ham 
Association (NCHA), an affiliate of 
the American Association of Meat 
Processors, was organized in 1992 to 
represent the interest of country ham 
producers nationwide. 

Harper’s hand-crafted hams also 
prevailed in a similar competition 



in 2013, capturing the top position 
among virtually the same challengers 
in a ranking by Boston-based Cook’s 
Country Magazine, as well as in a 
blind tasting by the cast and audience 
of America’s Test Kitchen, the most- 
watched cooking show on public 
television. Cooks Country characterized

The Clinton City Council approved 
the budget for Fiscal Year 2015-16 and 
voted to contract with Freedom Waste 
for city-wide trash pick-up in a short 
meeting on Monday night, June 1. 

After considering bids from several 
waste management companies at their 
meeting last month, the councilmembers 
briefly discussed trash removal before 
Councilman Ivan Potter made a motion 
to contract with Freedom Waste, out of 
Mayfield, for city-wide trash pick-up. 

Councilmembers Ivan Potter, Berry 
Morrow, and Jerome Jenkins voted in 
favor of the contract, while Howard 
Dillard and Yvette Thomas abstained 
from the vote. Council woman Laura 
Poole was not present at the meeting. 

The mandatory trash pick-up will 
cost $11.70 per month for residents 
with one cart (trash can), or $14.70 per 
month for residents with two carts. 

The councilmembers voted 
unanimously to pass the budget for 
2015-16 on its first reading, based 


on emergency status. Normally, 
ordinances must be read twice in two 
separate open meetings before being 
voted on. KRS 83A.060(7) enables a 
legislative body to pass an ordinance 
after the first reading by declaring an 
emergency situation and describing the 
emergency situation in the ordinance. 
A 2/3 majority vote is required to 
suspend the requirement for the second 
reading and publication. 

The reason for the ordinance’s 
emergency status is that the city cannot 
wait until their regularly scheduled 
meeting on July 6 to hold a second 
reading and pass the budget, because 
the budget must be approved and 
in place by July 1 in order to avoid 
using the current year’s budget again 
next year. Mayor Campbell said that a 
special called meeting to hold a second 
reading before July 1 would be too 
costly for the city, costing about $900 
for council member payments. Thus, 
the emergency status attached to the 
ordinance. 

Next year’s budget is based on an 


income of $544,200, and allocates 
$170,184 for Police, $102,067 for 
Streets, $66,448 for Administrative, 
$67,600 for Benefits, $29,100 for 
Executive and Legislative Expenses, 
and $108,800 for Municipal Property 
and Equipment. 

During the police report, Chief 
Snapper Seaton said that the department 
participated in the “Click it or Ticket” 
program last month to enforce seatbelt 
laws. He said that the department gave 
out 20 citations for seatbelt violations. 

“We made a lot of people mad,” he 
said, “but we have to participate in 
these programs to be eligible to receive 
certain funding.” 

The council voted to contract to 
have the flooding issue on College 
Street resolved, at a cost of slightly 
over $4,000. 

The next meeting of the Clinton City 
Council is Monday, June 6 at 6 p.m. in 
the Clinton City Hall.

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HFRECC, GEMC 
consolidation moving along

Earlier this year on January 
22 Hickman-Fulton Counties 
RECC (HFRECC) announced 
its plans to seek consolidation 
with either Gibson Electric 
Membership Corporation 

(GEMC) in Tennessee or West 
Kentucky RECC. 

As the local co-op board 
continued to examine all its 
options with both systems, it 
determined that GEMC was the 
best one to continue to pursue 
options of a consolidation with 
for members of both co-ops. 

On Thursday, May 28, Dan 
Rodamaker, President and CEO 
of GEMC, shared an update on 
the continued efforts of both 
boards as they consider the 
possibility of a consolidation. 

“Our board met on Wednesday 
(May 27) and HFRECC’s board 
met on Tuesday (May 26) and 
both are still in agreement to 
keep moving forward with the 
possibility of consolidating,” 
noted Rodamaker. “Our number 
one goal is to save the members 
money.” 

Once the boards pose the 
consolidation plan to their 
members, the members will 
ultimately make the final 
decision on whether or not to 
become one co-op. 

Another goal is to ensure that 
no one gets hurt through the 


protection of employees’ jobs, 
while creating a better utility. 

“We feel by becoming one 
larger utility we can cut our 
expenses and keep cost pressures 
down for all members,” he 
added. 

The next steps involved 
include meeting with regulators 
and determining the credit 
worthiness of both co-ops. 
“Right now both co-ops have 
60-70% equity,” he said. “If 
we consolidate our utilities, 
we would also consolidate our 
loans.” 

Debbie Weatherford, Interim 
President and CEO of the 
Hickman-based co-op, along 
with Hickman Rotarians and 
HFRECC employees Ward 
Morgan and Rex Coffey, were 
also in attendance on Thursday. 

“HFRECC’s leadership has 
been instrumental in putting 
together numbers for the 
consolidation study,” Rodamaker 
said. “As we take each step 
toward a vote and possible 
consolidation, off ramps have 
been instituted along the way 
providing a way out for either 
utility.” 

With GEMC having 35,000 
members to HFRECC’s 3,700, 
the two boards also agreed to 
the following if a consolidation 
is approved by the boards and 
memberships: 

• HFRECC members 


will receive a decrease 
in their current rates; 

• Current union and 

non-union HFRECC 
employees will 

receive the same 
level of compensation 
(including benefits) and 
the existing negotiated 
union contract will 
be honored through 
August 2019; 

• The Hickman office 

and warehouse will 

become a district office 
and remain open; 

• The HFRECC Board 

approved operations 
and maintenance plan 
will be implemented 

and steps will be taken 
to improve service 
reliability in Carlisle 
County, which in the 
long-term may include 
a substation; and 

• Membership in the 
Kentucky Association 
of Electric Cooperatives 
will be continued; and 

• There will be 
geographical 
representation of the 
HFRECC Membership 
on the future Board. 

Rodamaker sees a time line 
for possible consolidation 
starting with TVA first giving 
regulatory approval, then 
HFRECC members having a 
vote in September and Gibson 
EMC members having a vote 
in October with a plan for 
consolidation around January 1, 
2016.

Social Security Matters

QUESTION: My husband 
is a successful doctor. I only 
worked part time during high 
school and college, and then full 
time while he was in medical 
school. Since then I’ve been a 
stay at home mom. So I doubt I 
would qualify for Social Security 
when we retire and even if I 
did, my benefit would probably 
be low due to my earnings and 
short number of years working. 
So will I get any Social Security 
at all? 

ANSWER: You do need a 
minimum number of credits 
to qualify and from what you 
described, it does sound like 
your benefit would be minimal

if you qualified. However, you 
will probably get a larger benefit 
than what you qualify for on 
your own record because of your 
husband’s earnings as a doctor. 
Social Security eligibility rules 
can be complicated, but even 
without knowing the exact 
earnings involved in your 
situation, it sounds like you’ll 
be just fine no matter what. 
Here are a few scenarios that 
may happen when the two of 
you reach retirement age (Fm 
assuming you are approximately 
the same age since you were 
high school sweethearts. 

When you both decide to 
retire, you will be eligible for 
a spousal benefit. You will be 
paid either your spousal benefit 
(50% of his benefit) or your 
own benefit, whichever is larger. 
Based on what you described, 
your spousal benefit will likely 
be larger. 

Should you divorce, you will 
have been married for over 10 
years and so after 2 years of 
divorce, you will be entitled to 
a spousal benefit (provided you 
are retirement age). 

Should you become widowed 
and do not remarry before age 
60, you will be entitled to 100% 
of his benefit. 

Keep in mind that the 
situations above have nothing to 
do with maximization strategies, 
and taking any benefit before 
full retirement age will reduce 
these amounts. However, 
these will be your options in 
the simplest form. The Social 
Security law created spousal 
benefits for people like you who 
did not work much, if at all, to 
stay at home and take care of 
their families. 

Just a quick reminder, though: 
Social Security is not meant to 
be your entire retirement income. 
If you and your husband can 
manage to start (or continue) 
saving while you are still young, 
Social Security will be there to 
supplement your savings. 

QUESTION: I haven’t 

thought much about Social 
Security because it seems so 
far away (20+ years), but there 
was something I don’t fully 
understand. If a wife gets 
half of her husband’s benefit 


instead of her own, will that 
mean that amount is subtracted 
from the husband’s benefit? In 
other words, if my husband is 
supposed to get $2,000 and I get 
an $800 spousal benefit because 
I filed early, does that mean he 
can only get $ 1,200/month? 
I’ve heard of a family maximum 
so I can only assume this has 
something to do with it since I 
didn’t pay as much taxes as the 
husbands did. 

ANSWER: There is such 
a thing as family maximum; 
however, it applies when there is 
another dependent (i.e. child or 
parent) receiving benefits from 
that person’s Social Security 
record. (Note that the family 
maximum does not apply to ex¬ 
spouses). So to give an example 
of the numbers you gave me, 
let’s say that your husband is 
at full retirement age (FRA) 
and is entitled to $2,000/month. 
You want to file early and your 
own benefit is only $600, but 
your spousal benefit is $800. 
Social Security will give you 
the larger amount - the $800 - 
instead of the $600 off of your 
own record. This means that the 
total amount of Social Security 
coming into your household 
would be $2,800. Now let’s say 
your husband has an ex-wife 
who is also going to collect a 
spousal benefit off of his record. 
Regardless of how much she 
receives, the two of you will 
still receive $2,800. However, if 
you have a minor child, an adult 
disabled child, or a parent you 
are caring for that is entitled to 
a benefit off of his record, then 
the family maximum will begin 
to apply. In short, the family 
maximum does not apply when 
only husbands and wives are 
involved.

Periodical Cicada 

There here! For the ones of 
you that have been following 
my column, I have made 
mention at least a couple of 
times that the Periodical Cicada 
is due here again in 2015. I 
found and captured the first 
ones on 05/12/2015. 

Commonly called “13 or 17 
year locust” this insect isn’t 
really a locust at all. That would 
be a grasshopper and we don’t 
have the species that cause those 
swarms here. Instead, they 
are cicadas. Periodical cicadas 
differ from annual cicadas in 
that they have a several year 
life span (either 13 or 17 years) 
whereas the annual cicada has a 
lifespan of 2 to 3 years, they are 
considered annual because there 
are always a few that emerge 
each year. Periodical cicadas 
can easily be distinguished from 
annual species. They are much 
smaller and all 7 species have 
bright red eyes. The different 
broods of periodical cicadas 
are well documented and maps 
exist of the years of emergence 
as well as the areas that will be 
affected. What we are seeing 
this year is Brood # XXIII, 
the Lower Mississippi Valley 
Brood. This is a 13 year cicada. 

There are 7 described species 
of periodical cicada, 4 thirteen 
year and 3 seventeen year. 
All of them are in the genus 
Magicicada. The emergence of 
brood XXIII this year should 
be nothing short of spectacular. 
This brood contains all 4 of 
the 13 year species and covers 
areas of AR, IL, IN, KY, LA,

MO, MS, and TN. 

Cicadas are harmless to 
humans. They have piercing 
mouthparts to suck sap from 
twigs and an ovipositor to 
pierce bark and lay eggs, but do 
not use these for defense. 

After digging an emergence 
tunnel, mature nymphs will 
crawl up some structure and 
shed their skin, this process is 
called ecdysis. Adults only live 
for 4 to 6 weeks during which 
time they call, mate, and lay 
eggs. The female makes a slit 
in a twig and deposits eggs. 
Around 20 eggs are laid in each 
slit and individuals may lay 
up to 600 each! Many of these 
twigs later will die beyond the 
pierced site and dead twig tips 
or “flagging” will be evident of 
many trees in the area. When 
the young hatch they are about 
the size of a small ant and will 
fall to the ground and burrow 
in which is where they will 
spend the next 13 years before 
emerging again in the year 
2028! During these 13 years the 
nymphs will undergo 5 stages 
of growth while feeding on sap 
and juices from plant roots. 

While generally considered 
harmless, sometimes the sheer 
numbers of insects laying eggs 
may damage young trees. About 
the only protection from this 
would be to cover smaller trees 
with some type of screening or 
netting. 

For most of us, just set back 
and enjoy one of nature’s 
shows!

Railroaders begin with a bang

The Fulton Railroaders began 
their 2015 season this past week 
with a home opener against the 
Madisonville Miners, and two 
road games during the weekend 
against Dubois County and 
Hopkinsville. The Railroaders 
emerged victorious in all three 
outings, putting them at the top 
of the Ohio Valley League for 
its first week of action. 

Charlie Hecht (#17) of 
Georgia College and State 
University led Fulton from the 
mound during the team’s home 
opener against Madisonville by 
pitching the first four innings 
of the contest. The freshman 
thrower forced a groundout 
from the first Miner, and then 
gave up a pair of singles. A 
missed catch from behind the 
plate and a Railroader error 
allowed the two Miners to 
advance around the diamond 
and ultimately score from a line 
drive single between third and 
short stop. 

Hecht recovered by striking 
out the next Miner to close 
the top of the first with Fulton 
trailing 0-2. 

Fulton did not have to wait 
long to respond to the two 
Madisonville runs. The Miners’ 
starting pitcher, J. A. Harville, 
was a bit too rusty for the 
opening game of the season. 
Fulton placed a single from 
Brad Baldwin (#3), four walked 
batters, and one hit batter before 
the Miners brought in Colin 
Hudson to relieve Harville. 

Against the second pitcher, 
Tyler Hilton (#12) connected 
for a single on a Miner error 
for an RBI, Drew Greenwood 
(#13) was hit by a pitch, John 
Anderson (#19) smacked a 
single for two RBIs, Baldwin 
connected for another single— 
this one on another Miner 
error—and Kipp Moore (#15) 
from MSU hit a double for 
an RBI. All of these hits and 


free bases culminated in nine 
Railroader runs to give Fulton 
a commanding seven-run lead 
going in to the second. 

Madisonville started the 
second with a pair of singles, 
but Fulton soon recovered. 
The third Miner grounded out 
to Baldwin on second, Hecht 
struckout one batter, and 
Baldwin made an infield catch 
to close the order. 

The only Railroader to get on 
base in the second was Griffin 
Neuer (#10), the designated 
hitter, who was walked. 

Fulton tacked on another run 
in the bottom of the third after 
fending off Madisonville in 
the top of the inning. Baldwin 
blasted a double that ended 
with Anderson—who had hit a 
single—being thrown out going 
to third. Moore was walked to 
give Fulton two runners on base, 
and then Kyle Uhrich (#21) hit 
a single on another Miner error 
to send Baldwin home. 

The Railroaders held a 
commanding 10-2 lead going 
in to the fourth, at which point 
Madisonville began to fight 
back. Three Miner singles and a 
walked batter caused Assistant 
Coach Tyler Saltsman to replace 
Hecht with Kyle Ward (#6) on 
the mound. Ward then gave up 


a single on an error and another 
hit from a fielder’s choice play. 
In all, the Miners recorded three 
runs in the fourth. 

The 10-5 score held until 
the sixth inning, at which point 
Fulton started another offensive 
surge. Neuer hit a single in the 
top of the drive, and then Hilton 
was hit by a pitch. Greenwood 
and Anderson struckout to 
put two outs on the board 
after Madisonville gave the 
mound to Yancey Pritchett, 
and then Carlos Williams (#7) 
was walked to load the bases. 
Baldwin, one of Fulton’s most 
consistent players in the game, 
approached the plate and pelted 
a single on a Miner error that 
led to Neuer and Hilton scoring. 

Madisonville placed a single 
run in the seventh to close the 
inning with Fulton on top 12 - 
6. 

Up by six going in to the 
bottom of the eighth, Fulton 
showed no signs of letting off. 
Williams was hit by a pitch with 
one out on the board, and then 
Baldwin hit a single against 
the Miners’ final relief pitcher. 
Moore walked to load the bases, 
and he was followed by an RBI- 
producing single from Uhrich. 
Jacob Elliott (#8), the third 
baseman from the University

of Memphis, hit a single that 
sent Baldwin home, and was 
followed by a single from 
Neuer that allowed Moore and 
Elliott to score, giving Fulton a 
10-run lead. 

Kyle Estand (#9) closed out 
the game in the top of the ninth 
by forcing groundouts to Elliott 
and Baldwin, and striking out 
one Miner. The game ended 
with Fulton on top 16-6. 

Baldwin recorded four runs 
on four hits and two RBIs 
against Madisonville, and Neuer 
posted three hits for three RBIs. 
Hecht threw three strikeouts 
while giving up six hits, while 
Ward and Estand recorded two 
strikeouts each. The Railroaders 
walked only two batters in the 
whole game. 

The Railroaders went on to 
record a 9 - 3 win over Dubois 
County Saturday night, and a 7 
- 4 win at Hopkinsville Sunday 
evening. 

Fulton will continue its season 
with a game at Owensboro 
Jun. 2, home games Jun. 3 and 
4 against Madisonville and 
Dubois County respectively, 
and a game at Hopkinsville 
Jun. 5. All home games begin at 
7:05 at Fulton’s Lohaus Field, 
and tickets are $5 at the gate.
